RUNNER BEANS. 

The Cultivation of Runner Beans. —Runner Beans should be planted out of doors about the 1st of May, followed by successional sowings at internals of a 
fortnight; by this means an abundant supply is provided until the plants are destroyed by the autumn frosts. Care should be taken when planting that sufficient space 
is allowed between the rows (say, 3 feet), and 12 inches from plant to. plant in the rows. If slugs are troublesome during the young stage of growth, dust over with 


soot and lime.

Notes from " The Garden " in favour 
of our CRIMSON BALL BEET. 

Forcing Beetroot. — Many 
growers know the demand for salads 
in the spring is greater than at any 
other period of the year, and in 
May old Beetroots are growing out 
badly and have lost colour, often flavour 
also. Beet, when required early, is best 
sown in heat in pans of light soil, and 
when the rough or third leaf appears, it 
may be pricked off into pots or boxes, 
and when growth is active, transferred 
to a cold frame and planted out in April 
on a warm border and protected for a 
short time. Of course, earlier roots 
may he obtained under glass. The seedlings, if 
pricked out into frames and given plenty of air in 
line weather, soon turn in. For early May roots 
it is best to sow the first week in February. The 

turnip-rooted varieties are the most suitable. I have found Crimson Ball 
the best forcer, as it has a small top and is of a splendid colour.—G. W. 

Beet Crimson Bale in Summer. —The turnip-rooted Beets are 
useful for early supplies for summer salads, and so far I have found 
none superior to the Crimson Ball. This root is far superior to the 
Eclipse and Egyptian, as these latter are not always true to name. Few 
vegetables need more care in selection than Beetroot, and Crimson Ball 
with me comes very true, and, what is so important, it is a remarkably 
early sort. This year, owing to the weather, the roots are three weeks 
later, but the plants are now making up for lost time and will be ready in a few 
days. I find this variety excellent for a light soil. The roots, though small, are 
perfect in shape and of a bright rich red colour, flesh firm, and of a fine flavour. 
Sown in the open early in April, the roots will be ready in twelve weeks from time 
of sowing, and in poor land anyone may with advantage use this variety for 
autumn supplies by making two or three sowings from April to September.—W.

HOW TO GROW MUSHROOMS WITH LITTLE EXPENSE. 

Preparation of Material. —This is the most essential point to be studied to ensure success. Procure fresh stable manure, which 
should consist of half droppings and half short litter; this must be thoroughly turned over every other day for about a fortnight. Manure 
obtained from unhealthy cattle, or from those that have been fed on green food or carrots, should not be used for this purpose. 

For Making 1 Outdoor Beds. —-The material should be put into a heap, the measurement of which should be, when made up, 

2 ft. 6 in. at bottom, 2 ft. 6 in. high, and 6 in. wide at the top, and to any length required, the whole to be firmly put together. After 

making the bed put stakes down the centre by which to gauge the heat, and cover all with long litter; after three or four days pull out 
the stakes, and when the temperature is at about 8o° the bed is ready for spawning; break the bricks of spawn into pieces about the 
size of a hen’s egg, and put into the bed about 8 inches apart; cover the whole with fresh fibrous loam, and beat it well, making the 
surface quite firm, lightly water and smooth the surface with the back of a spade, finally cover up with long litter and Prussian mats 
to keep away light and excessive moisture. 

Mushrooms may also be grown in any shed or cellar where the temperature does not fall below 45 0 ; the best site for a 

bed is a hard dry floor. A moderate size bed would measure 5 ft. 6 in. x 4 ft. 6 in. X 1 ft. When made up and well pressed down, 

in about six weeks Mushrooms should show, and the bed should then have a light watering with tepid water about every ten days, as 
success depends upon maintaining an even temperature. 

Another and very easy mode of providing a supply of Mushrooms in the autumn and early winter months is to insert lumps of 
spawn, in August, in the beds that are devoted to Cucumbers and Melons. By that time the heat of the fermenting materials has 
declined to the proper temperature for the spawn to “run” freely; and just when the Cucumber, etc., are ready for removal, large 
quantities of Mushrooms are often seen breaking through the soil, and with protection in the form of hay coverings, the supply is 
continued for a long time. The spawn should be inserted rather deeply—four or five inches. It is not in every case that good crops 
follow this practice; but the trouble is so slight and the cost of spawn so trifling, whilst at the same time the results are often so 
satisfactory, that this simple plan is worthy of more general adoption.

The Cultivation of Onion. —The ground cannot well be too rich for this crop, nor the soil in too fine a condition. February and March are the chief seasons for 
sowing. The soil must be made firm before the operation is undertaken in either beds or drills. The seed should be sown thinly and covered lightly, the drills 
12 inches apart, and the young onions thinned out to about 6 inches apart according to the variety. In very dry weather a good watering is very beneficial. Growers 
of Onions for exhibition generally transplant, and this is also a sure means of checking the onion grub so troublesome in some districts. Some of the larger growing 
varieties are generally sown in Autumn and transplanted in Spring ; when under fair conditions enormous exhibition specimens are obtained.

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I T is just about a century ago since our name became associated with the distribution of seeds. The 
earliest announcement of our House is to be found in the London Directory for 1804, situated at that 
period at the City end of Holborn, in close proximity to Gerard’s celebrated garden, so often 
mentioned in old-time Horticultural works. At the commencement of the Queen’s reign, James Carter had 
a very tiny shop at 238, High Holborn, where he earned a well-deserved reputation for scientific knowledge 
in all that pertained to seeds. About this time the leading industries of the country underwent a marvellous 
transformation, helped materially by developments which brought increased facilities of communication, 
and it was during this revolution in the conduct of business that the real foundation of our present 
Establishment was laid. 

James Carter’s literary ability stood him in great stead. His earliest catalogue took the form of a broad¬ 
sheet, and a copy we possess is headed by an elaborate explanation of the Linnaean and Natural systems 01 
botanical classification. We print a reduced facsimile of his catalogue cover for 1837. Mr. Carter guaranteed 
the quality of all he sold, a proceeding which, at that time, must have required much courage, for the means of 
cleaning, testing, and proving seeds, as we understand the methods now, were of a most primitive order. In 
the illustration of Mr. Carter’s original shop at 238, High Holborn (overleaf), it will be observed that its old- 
fashioned window projected into the street, carrying only two shallow stories above it. In 1864 we found it 
necessary to rebuild the premises in High Holborn, to which was also added No. 237. It will be seen from 
our illustration that the new erection included a handsome shop with several floors above, and, although this 
building was arranged on a scale commensurate with the requirements of the time, we soon found it necessary 
to rent various blocks of warehouses near at hand. A steady increase in the business necessitated our pur¬ 
chasing in 1878 a large piece of ground close by, occupying about 5,000 square feet, and on this we put up 
the enormous structure of which an illustration is given. This huge building, six stories high, is devoted to 
the storing and despatching of seeds. Countless sacks of seeds are here stacked, and to anyone unacquainted 
with the trade their number would appear sufficient to supply the whole civilised world for a considerable 
period; yet the capacity of this warehouse did not suffice, for in 1887 the needs of the business compelled us 
to take over the enormous block of buildings at 97, High Holborn. It will be seen in the illustration what an 
imposing structure the Holborn entrance to this huge warehouse is. Its architectural features are discussed 
in all the best historical accounts of London. The system of our operations as conducted to-day will be 
gathered from the many photographs given of the various departments.

Me are frequently asked for a prescription of Grass Seeds that will produce herbage likely to thrive in situations generally denuded of growth, such as 
under Trees or on Lawns that are in a confined place, and upon which the sun and air cannot exert their influences. It would be presumption on our part to 
lead our customers to believe that we can cover such spots with a close velvety turf such as exists in the more exposed portion of their Lawn. At the same 
time, there is no getting away from the fact that certain grasses will thrive in shaded situations, as witness the close under-growth in old copses, along green 
drives, and under established plantations, where is frequently to be found quite a verdant carpet; and it is these self-same species of grasses that we use in our 
prescriptions.

THE CULTIVATION OF THE 
HOLLYHOCK AS AN ANNUAL. 

Now that the Hollyhock has taken a prominent position at 
most of our leading Flower Shows, we think a few hints on its 
cultivation will be useful to amateurs, especially as there appears 
to be a misapprehension as to the time it takes to produce 
bloom ; many persons thinking that the operation takes two 
years, whereas flowers can be obtained in five months. 

GENERAL DIRECTIONS.—Any one possessing an 
ordinary garden frame can raise the plants from seeds by 
preparing a slight hot-bed for bottom-heat in February or 
March. The seed should then be sown on the bed on good 
loamy soil. 

When in rough leaf, the young plants should be pricked 
out 3 or 4 inches apart in a cool frame, and be transferred to 
their permanent places, in ground very highly manured, early in 
April. 

If the weather be cold after planting out, pots should be 
placed over them at night, to be removed on the following 
morning, and repeated for three or four weeks if the nights 
are cold. 

If these simple directions be attended to, the result will be 
found to well repay the trouble, fine spikes in the following 
August and September will be ensured, and the disease to 
which Hollyhocks have been considered so susceptible will be 
defied.

—Sow early in March in pans near the glass, or in a frame filled with vegetable loam with one-sixth river sand, to within four inches of the lights, so that the young 
plants may be near the glass and not drawn up weakly ; level the soil nicely, and slightly sprinkle with water, then scatter the seeds evenly about four to the square 
inch ; another slight sprinkling, and then cover the seeds with about A-inch of finely-sifted compost. Keep the lights closed and shaded Irom the sun for a few days, 
gradually giving the plants air until the end of April, when they can be transplanted into pots or groups in the open border ; a mixture of good old lime rubbish is 
beneficial to the soil in which Stocks are planted out. Intermediate, East Lothian, Brompton, Imperial, and Queen Stock may be treated precisely as given above, 
with the exception of the time of sowing, which should be from July to September. Stocks may be transplanted several times in the earlier stages ol their growth if 
dwarf, compact habit is required.

I have never seen 
anything of the kind to equal that display of white Stocks, and quickly arrived at the conclusion that 
it was one of the good things I had missed hitherto. The seed was sown in gentle heat early in 
February, and the plants duly prepared in boxes for moving into beds some time in May. When I 
saw them, about the third week in July, they were a mass of bloom. Large numbers had been cut, 
boxes were filled with spikes while 1 was there, and yet no serious gap appeared anywhere. Mr. 
Pettigrew speaks highly of it for pot culture. If the seed is sown early in the autumn the plants 
will flower in an ordinary greenhouse during March and April.”—W. Iggulden, in Journal of 
Horticulture.
